It is 
understood that with additional capita), 
mills are to be at once built In the South, 
to manufacture sheetings, etc. Ihe 
Jackson mill manufactures Indian Bead 
standard sheetings, which lead the mar- 
kets of (he world as a standard. The 
cost of manufacture In tbe South led to 
the suspension of further operation In 
tills line here and the mills here will 
change tbe product to fine jams. These, 
mills are virtually under one bead and 
when the action of tbe officials Is! made 
public. It will create considerable excite- 
ment In the Merrlnmc Elver valley.

Tho percentage of 
salmoncd dogs which are-cured is 
•very small. Physic of any kind in 
large quantities is tho most effectual 
remedy.

dogs!" referred to'dogs which had 
been salmonedj. 
It may bo'well to 


state that cooked salmon has no del- 
eterious effect on dogs. It is claimed 
by some experts that" it is only the 
blood of the salmon which ia poison- 
ous to dogy Others siiy tlio poison is 
in tho head of'tho fts'i.—Portland 
Oregonian.
